We have beco for a week past in the land of 
the buffaioes—the bome of the Pawnees aad 
sioax, aud on the Piatie. 

Our trip so far bas been pleasant indeed, if 
hard work, cleaning and takicg care of mules, 
hard riding, striking and pitching teats, pack 
ing avd unpacking wagons, hard fare, sleepirg 
on the groaod or in wagons, wading streams, 
and pushing stuck teams up hill, can make 


Since we left St. Jo., now three weeks, we 
have not seen a drop of rain, and the roads are 
in excellent condition, except that as far as 
Fort Kearney they are very hilly, and as every 
emigrant is apt to load too heavily, the poor 
teams suffer. My experience authorizes me to 
say to all whe intend to come, load ight. Mate 
outa lit of what you think you want, cut it 
down just one-balf, and then you will have too 
ifer, exeept poybape, the item of cloth, 
ing—you will want plenty of that.

of emigran's daily rushing in here. Of course 
he future depends, in a great degree, upon the 
richress of the mines—that they will prove all 
that has been told of them very few here seem 
to doubt—with that this must speedily become 
alarge city.
